Gilsum  Board  of  Selectmen  2007  Report 

To  the  Citizens  of  Gilsum: 

The  repair  projects  resuMng  from  tlie  flood  of  October  2005  are 
filially  complete.  The  Natural  Resources  Conservation  Service 
signed-off  on  all  the  projects  and  submitted  the  reimbursements  to 
the  town. 

Hammond  Hollow  Road  was  partially  resurfaced  during  the 
summer,  with  a  layer  of  geo  textile  fabric  placed  under  the  new  top 
coat.  This  work  covered  the  cracks  and  uneven  surface  and  should 
help  keep  the  road  in  good  repair  for  several  more  years. 

A  new  Ford  F550  truck  was  purchased  for  the  Highway  department. 
The  truck  is  serving  the  Town  well  for  snowplowing  so  far  this 
season  and  will  be  useful  on  road  repair  projects  this  year. 

The  selectmen  decided  to  improve  the  current  site  of  the  Transfer 
Station,  instead  of  moving  it  to  a  new  location.  Visitors  to  the 
Transfer  Station  and  ball  fields  can  see  that  the  overgrown  trees 
have  been  removed,  stumps  pulled  and  regarded.  Two  concrete 
slabs  were  poured  as  bases  for  the  recycling  containers,  so  they  are 
not  sitting  in  the  sand,  and  are  easier  for  trucks  to  load  and  unload 
them.  The  Town  will  organize  a  volunteer  effort  to  build  a  new 
fence  and  gate.    New  signs  and  a  permit  from  the  state  are  needed. 

Progress  was  made  towards  a  Village  Septic  System.  Test  pits  have 
been  done  and  the  next  step  is  the  planning  and  design  for  shared 
systems.  There  is  still  much  that  needs  to  be  done  and  grant 
applications  will  then  be  applied  for. 

We  are  interested  in  knowing  whether  voters  want  to  continue  with 
voting  and  holding  Town  Meeting  on  the  same  date  -  the  second 
Tuesday  in  March;  or  whether  voters  prefer  to  vote  on  the 
traditional  date  and  hold  the  Town  Meeting  on  another  evening  or  a 
Saturday.  That  question  is  on  the  ballot  this  year.

The  property  tax 
has  become  unjust  and  unfair.  State  leaders  who  take  a 
pledge  for  no  new  taxes  perpetuate  higher  and  higher 
property  taxes.

Librarian's  Report  2007 


The  total  amount  of  materials  borrowed  from  the  Gilsum  Public  Library  for  the  year  2007  was  2637, 

Tliis  was  an  increase  of  174  over  the  previous  year.  Of  this  total,  1227  were  adult  books,  91  Iwere 

children's  books,  361  were  magaznies  and  138  were  videos,  audio  books  and  CD's.  The 

number  of  registered  borrowers  was  267  adults  and  142  children  for  a  total  of  409  Hbrary  cardholders. 

There  have  been  344  books  added  to  our  shelves  this  year  and  118  withdrawn  making  a  total  of  10,229 

cataloged  volumes.  In  addition  to  this,  we  have  a  regularly  updated  collection  of  approximately  1 50 

current  adult  books  rented  from  book  services.  We  have  a  great  collection  of  clnldren's  books.  There 

is  a  large-print  book  section,  an  audio  book  section,  a  video  collection  for  adults  and  children, 

CD's,  DVD's  and  jigsav/  puzzles. 

We  have  a  section  on  the  local  area  town  histories.  We  subscribe  to  25  magazines  covering  tlie  subjects 

of  outdoor  hving,  country  living,  crafts,  gardening,  health  and  fitness,  cooking,  and  news.  The  hbrary 

offers  InterUbrary  Loan  Service  tlirough  the  NH  State  Library  and  fi'om  other  libraries  in  the  state. 

Other  services  for  the  community  are  wireless  internet,  photocopying  service,  the  purchase  of  Gilsum 

village  history  maps,  local  area  mine  maps,  Gilsum  postcards,  NH  Mine  and  Mineral  Books  and  the 

reprinted  Gilsum  History. 

Home  Healthcare,  Hospice  and  Community  Services  offer  free  blood  pressure  clinics,  held  during  the 

months  of  January,  April,  July  and  flu  shots  that  are  held  in  October. 

This  year  we  held  our  ninth  annual  Summer  Reading  Challenge  witli  Sullivan  during  July  and  August. 

We  lost  by 

'A  pound.  We  presented  the  Sullivan  winners  with  the  "coveted"  ice  cream  sundae  dish  trophy  at  the 

ending  celebration. 

The  Library  Expansion  Committee  has  completed  an  assessment  of  the  library  's  needs  for  the  next  20 

years,  always  mindftil  of  the  imj^oilance  of  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  constantly  changing  means 

of  information  handling.  We  thank  them  for  their  hard  work. 

We  hold  our  May  plant  sale.  Rock  Swap  book  sale  and  Old  Home  Day  Book  Sale  to  enhance  the  needs 

of  the  Library.  Donations  to  any  and  all  of  these  are  most  welcome.    Thank  you  to  everyone  who 

donated  money  or  books  to  tlie  library  last  year. 

The  Citizen  of  the  year  award,  which  is  sponsored  by  the  Gilsum  Public  Library,  was  presented  to 

Ernest  Peter  this  year  at  Old  Home  Day.  Many  congratulations  go  to  our  town  moderator.

2007  Annual  Report 

The  Ashuelot  River  Local  Advisoiy  Committee  (ARLAQ  was  established  in  1994,  one  year  after 
the  Ashuelot  River  was  enrolled  into  the  State  Rivers  Management  and  Protection  Program.  Since  then, 
members,  nominated  by  local  municipal  officials  and  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  of  tlie  NH 
Department  of  Environmental  Services  (DES),  have  been  educated  in  a  broad  anay  of  issues  associated 
with  the  River  and  its  watershed.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  committee  to  be  a  resource  that  works  well  between 
the  interests  and  concerns  of  the  citizens  in  the  watershed  and  State  authorities. 

TTie  volunteer  Ashuelot  River  water  quality  monitoring  program  in  conjunction  with  the  DES 
Volunteer  River  Assessment  Program  (VRAP)  continued  for  its  seventh  season.  Ten  sites  were  sampled 
along  the  River's  64-mile  length,  from  Washington  to  Hinsdale.    .Analyses  were  done  for  temperature, 
pH,  total  phosphorus,  dissolved  oxygen  (DO),  turbidity  and  conductivity,  with  the  City  of  Keene  donating 
lab  services  to  check  samples  for  E.coh.  ARLAC  members,  working  with  community  volunteers, 
participated  in  a  spring  training  session,  leading  into  a  five-month  effort  of  sampling  once  per  month  from 
May  tlti'ough  September.  E.  coli  and  phosphorus  samples  were  obtained  monthly  on  Tuesdays  in  July, 
August  and  September.  While  most  parameters  test  favorably,  concern  continues  for  high  E.coh  readings 
that  occur  in  the  River  most  notably  south  of  Keene,  with  levels  exceedmg  standards  in  September  during 
a  rainy  period.  The  7  years  of  data  are  available  online  at  http://\vvvw.cies.slate.nh.iis/wnib/'Vl^AP/ ,  A  second 
water  quality  concern  is  the  elevated  phosphorus  readings,  agam  mostly  south  of  Keene,  A  reading  of 
.05mg/L  is  considered  a  level  of  concern.  At  the  Thompson  Covered  Bridge  the  readings  were  0.5mg/L  in 
July,  0.6mg/L  in  August,  and  0.23mg/L  in  September.    Due  to  the  persistence  of  phosphorus  in  the  river 
south  of  Keene,  ARLAC  has  advocated  for  the  establishment  of  phosphorus  limits  in  National  Pollutant 
Discharge  Elimination  Permits  (NPDES).  The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  did  add  a  phosphorus 
monitoring  requirement  to  the  Hinsdale  wastewater  treatment  plant's  NPDES  permit  this  year.    Keene 
and  Swanzey  plants  had  phosphorus  limits  added  to  their  2006  permits.  Members  also  participated  in  and 
supported  a  new  initiative  on  Beaver  Brook  by  the  City  of  Keene  to  assess  water  quality  and  restore  fish 
habitat  in  that  stream. 

A  regular  task  for  ARLAC  is  to  review  and  comment  on  state  permit  applications  within  the 
River  corridor  that  may  have  potential  impacts  on  the  River.  Tliis  year  we  submitted  comments  on 
projects  proposed  in  Washington,  Gilsum,  Keene,  Winchester,  and  Hinsdale.  These  included  2  site- 
specific  applications,  and  6  wetlands  applications. 

ARLAC  also  requested  the  NH  Department  of  Transportation  (NHDOT)  to  re\aew  its  policy  in 
the  clearing  of  brush  and  trees  along  roads  that  are  adjacent  to  the  River.  NHDOT  agreed  to  work  with 
ARLAC  to  evaluate  practices  that  might  impact  River  water  quality.  We  also  advocated  for  keeping  the 
rail-trail  bridge  over  Route  101  scheduled  for  2010  in  their  10-year  Transportation  Improvement  Plan. 
ARLAC  continued  to  follow  the  legislation  and  rulemaking  regarding  sludge  and  septage,  continuing  to 
advocate  maintaining  River  con'idor  protection.  ARLAC  sponsored  the  showing  of  the  film  "Sludge 
Diet"  to  local  legislators  and  the  public,  and  offered  comments  to  the  Joint  Legislative  Committee  on 
Administrative  Rules  regarding  proposed  DES  changes  to  the  sludge  rules.  Other  legislative  actmty 
included  support  of  a  bill  to  keep  landfills  outside  of  the  1500-foot  river  corridor.  We  also  offered 
comments  to  the  NH  Rivers  Management  Advisory  Committee  regarding  improvements  to  the 
Comprehensive  Shoreland  Protection  Act. 

We  continued  participation  as  a  member  of  the  NH  River  Restoration  Task  Force  and  continue  to 
support  removal  of  the  Homestead  dam.  Concerns  regarding  the  stability  of  the  Thompson  Covered 
Bridge  are  being  addressed  thanks  to  the  receipt  of  the  Federal  Highway  Historic  Bridge  grant  by  the 
Town  of  Swanzey,  and  it  is  expected  the  dam  may  be  removed  in  2008. 

19  Spring  St.,  Swanzey,  NH  03446,  (603)  352-0987 
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ARLAC  worked  this  year  to  gel  our  updated  River  Management  Plan  accepted  by  the  towns  and 
city  along  the  river,  adding  Marlow,  Gilsum,  and  Winchester  as  towns  approving  the  plan.  Members  also 
worked  with  towns  to  obtain  signage  proclaiming  the  protected  status  of  tlie  River.  We  can  expect  to  see 
signs  appearing  in  Marlow,  Hinsdale,  and  Swanzey  soon. 

ARLAC  activities  on  tlie  River  included  a  canoe  trip  in  July  fiom  Coombs  Covered  Bridge  to  the 
Ashuelot  Covered  Bridge  Winchester.  It  was  noted  that  the  area  of  the  Motorcross  track  was  very  loud 
during  times  of  racing,  and  many  footpaths  to  the  river  had  been  opened  along  the  banks  showing  signs  of 
active  use  of  the  River  in  that  location.  ARLAC  also  co-sponsored  a  River  clean  up  from  Rte  101  to  the 
Cresson  Covered  Bridge  and  a  portion  of  West  Swanzey  as  part  of  the  Source  to  the  Sea  cleanup.  A  total 
of  approximately  150  volunteers  picked  up  2200  lbs  of  garbage  81  tires  and  980  lbs  of  scrap  metal  plus  a 
large  number  of  shopping  carts. 

ARLAC  continues  to  educate  itself  regarding  issues  on  the  River,  learning  about  the  threat  of  and 
keeping  a  watchful  eye  for  the  invasive  algae  didymo.  We  also  heard  a  presentation  by  Keene  State 
College  students  regarding  their  study  of  polyaromatic  hydrocarbon-degi'ading  microbes  in  the  River 
sediments  contaminated  by  the  waste  of  the  former  manufactured  gas  plant  located  in  Keene  at  Mill 
Creek.  ARLAC  will  keep  updated  on  their  work  and  the  progress  of  the  clean-up  efforts  tliere. 

We  continue  to  collaborate  and  support  other  regional  efforts  in  the  Ashuelot  Watershed, 
participating  in  a  planning  forum  sponsored  this  spring  by  the  Ashuelot  Valley  Environmental 
Observatory,  and  a  Friends  of  Keene  Open  Space  fonim  on  Greenways. 

We  would  like  to  tlianlc  W.S.  Badger  Co.  for  its  donation  supporting  ARLAC's  work.  The 
Committee  meets  each  month,  on  the  third  Tuesday  evenmg  in  Keene.  The  Local  Advisory  Committee 
in\'ites  citizens  and  town  officials  to  contact  their  local  ARLAC  representatives  or  the  Southwest  Region 
Planning  Commission  for  more  information.
